the schools at Jean-Cote. Would 
you kindly publish it in your next 
edition. 

If you build up a country and 
fail to build schools, you have 
erected a monument without any 
foundation. But if you build up 
schools, that are doomed to have 
their doors locked for years, you 
even ruin the country. 

At Jean-Cote, we have had our 
first school built up in 1930, It 
is known as the Landry school 
and located three and a half 
miles southwest of town. Six 
years later, the residents of Jean- 
Cote decided upon having another 
one two and a half miles east of 
town and called it the Bruneau 
school. It is worth mentioning 
that these two school districts 
were not, from far, covering the 
whole area of the parish. Some 
of the children were left out and 
had to be annexed to either one 
or the other school distric andt 
@ great many had to be driven 
out to attend very distant schools. 
The Landry school was for 
five years without a teacher and 
the Bruneau School two years. 
Down to this last year, they were 
badly heated in winter and prov- 
ed to be threatening the children's 
health. As to the Bruneau school, 
we must say that for the last two 
years, it has been greatly disre- 
garded by the High Prairie 
School Board. Two years aro, 
one High Prairie truck hauled in 
the ice that was to be used by 
the children for drinking water 
and left it outside lying on the 
ground right along the road, un- 
packed and uncovered whatso- 
ever. Most of it melted under the 
sun and the rest was scarcely 
used, lest it might have carried 
germs of sickness. And last year, 
although the school has been re- 
opened, the children did not even 
get e chunk of ice the whole year 
round. 

This is the way the Landry and 
Bruno schools have been treated 
in the past. Everyone will quite 
understand the reason why, right, 
now, the local school’s trustees 
are looking on forward for a 
better and more adequate solu- 
tion

Likes Army 
Comradeship 

When I made my visit only 
one new officer was in the 
camp, a 30-year-old undercround 
shift boss for International 
Nickel named Ivan Coady. 

Coady, who comes originally 
from Ledue, Alberta, has been 
an antitank officer with the 
Calgary Highlanders in the last 
war and came out a captain. He 
is a serious-faced, intense type 
of person and when I asked him 
his reasons for enlisting he 
thought a moment or two before 
answering. 

“I think I'll have to be in it 
sooner or later,” he said. “I 
stipulated that I wouldn't serve 
under the rank of captain and 
in the Princess Patricia with 
my old commanding officer, Lt- 
Col. Stone.

Everett “Red” Mitchell, a 23- 
year-old truck driver from Mount 
Stewart, Prince Edward Island, 
said: “I was too young to get in 
last time. I felt I missed some- 
thing and I sure wasn't going to 
miss it again. Couldn't get into 
the regular army because I 
haven't the educalion they need. 
Couldn't pass the tests. There's 
nothing doing on the island. It's 
hard to get a job that really pays. 
I figured this was my chance.” 

“Same goes for me,” said 
Charlie Doyle, 25, who also esmes 
from the island and is a veteran. 
“Worked a while in the gold 
mines in northern Ontario, but 
I found it tough to make a living 
when I got back home. Fil be 
better off this way and so will 
the wife.” 

Another veteran, Pete Mews, 
of Yarmopth, said: “I was get- 
ting 3 cents an hour in the 
rock mine at Yarmouth. You 
can't live on that these days.”

I “interviewed” two police dogs over the week- 
end. They are Smoky and Asta, famed German 
shepherd dogs, belenging to the ROMP. 

Smoky and Asta have just returned from the huge 
search for little Lorraine Smith up in Jasper National 
Park.

The dogs didn’t find Lorraine but they did their 
best. Smoky and Asta didn’t have much of a chance. 

By the time they arrived on the scene, hundreds of 
human searchers had moved over the area, blotting out 
scent the child left in the woods. 

Only object belonging to Lorraine that had not been 
washed clean was her doll and many others had handled it.

But Smoky and Asta are uncanny trackers when 
they have a real chance, They found four lost persons in 
the last year. 

The dogs can track down moonshine liquor and 
narcotics. They found a wallet buried under six inches 
of earth in one criminal search.

I had a startling visual example of how sharp the 
dogs are when I was up at Jasper last week, 

A Mountie tossed a dollar bill by the side of the 
road. “Search!”, he gommanded the dogs.

In 15 seconds, Asta was back with the bill between 
her teeth. 

Wonder how long it takes to train dogs to pick 
up money like that? 

x * * * 

The Mounties told me some interesting things sbout 
scents. It isn’t smell that the dogs follow in tracking 
humans. No matter how many baths you take your scent 
is just as strong to trained police dogs. 

* * * * 

Human scent will rise 20 feet above the ground. It 
does blow with the wind, however. A hat is about the best 
object to give trained dogs for scent-catching. Shoes or 
60:8 are about the worst. Too many body odors on these 
objects, I was told. (That I can understand.) 

* * * * 

Police have to keep dogs in constant training. They 
lose their keeness unless they are working every day. 
Asta and Smoky have picked up trails after 44 hours. 

Training of the dogs is more thorough than most 
humans receive. For instance, the dogs have to “know” 
when to seize and hold a dangerous criminal or when to 
lick a little child’s face. Just a word from the dogmaster 
does it, too. 

* * * * 

Asta and Smoky can take a gun away from a 
criminal, Police tell me few men have the courage to 
shoot one of these dogs when they have been ordered 
to attack and hold.
